Since 1950 we have been growing dozens of species, varieties, 
and our own tree “‘selections’’, to fill a void of tree availability that 
had its beginning about 25 years ago in this country. 


The response has been more than anticipated. Our experience, 
particularly with street tree management problems, and contacts 
with thousands of home owners had indicated a dire need for trees 
of smaller stature than those established in the trade, and for a 
nursery to specialize in the growing of trees only. For years home 
owners have been wanting small trees for the contemporary home; 
and the City Arborist, because of the abuses and outrageously expen- 
sive operations involved in the removal and care of the unwise forest 
giants, had been searching for a source of common sense trees— 
to no avail. 


Now over one hundred beautiful and functional species and 
varieties are available, with more to come. Of course there is more, 
very much more, to the use of trees, than merely the purchase of a 
small tree and then planting it willy-nilly. The street or home site 
should be studied carefully. On the home grounds, the arc of the 
summer sun should be studied carefully and the tree placed to give 
shade on the desired spot at the most important time. On the street 
many factors are involved in selection—the width of treelawn; width 
of street: setback of buildings; location and heighth of overhead 
lines and street lights—all these factors must be evaluated before 
selecting a tree. 

But now there is a tree available—in many forms and heighths 
with which you can do a very scientific job of tree placement. There 
is little excuse for failure if you study the problem carefully. 

Not satisfied with the list of trees presented here and trees 
being grown, we are making an extensive tour of the principal 
European and British cities this fall to study street tree usage and, 
we hope, turn up some species or varieties not in use in this country. 
We'll tell you about this experience in coming issues of the ‘’Bugle”’. 

You will note several new trees in this catalog—try them—try 
them on your streets—that is the place to get the answers. 

Thanks again and let’s keep on developing the use of ‘‘trees 
that fit the space available”’.

We are growing the Glastonbury as standards like our other thorns, and they 
will make wonderful street trees.
